In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duties  I have  the  honour  to  submit 
my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough  for 
the  year  1952, 

Vital  statistics  calculated  on  the  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year 
population  of  33,750  showed  a live  birth  rate  of  17.0  per  thousand  of  the 
population,  as  compared  with  17.1  for  the  previous  year.  The  death  rate 
was  12.0  per  thousand  being  0.9  less  than  in  1951.  The  birth  and  death  rates 
for  England  and  Wales  (1952)  were  15.3  and  11.3  respectively. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  the  Borough  was  22.6  per  thousand  live 
births,  and  compares  favourably  with  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  as  a 
whole  (27.6),  and  the  smaller  towns  (25.8). 

There  was  a marked  reduction  in  the  total  number  of  infectious  diseases 
notified  due  to  the  decline  in  the  incidence  of  measles  and  whooping  cough. 
The  increase  in  puerperal  pyrexia,  as  shown  by  the  number  of  notifications 
received,  can  be  attributed  to  the  changed  criteria  rendering  notification 
obligatory  under  the  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations,  1951,  rather  than  to  any 
real  rise  in  morbidity  after  childbirth. 

Housing  activities  during  the  year  included  further  progress  in  dealing 
with  the  practical  problems  associated  with  unfit  and  obsolete  dwellings.  In 
this  connection  special  attention  was  paid  to  housing  conditions  in  the  Chapel 
Place  area  and  following  official  representation  to  the  Committee  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  approval  was  given  for  the  necessary  steps  to  be  taken  with  a 
view  to  the  eventual  clearance  of  the  area  and  its  redevelopment. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman,  Alderman  (Mrs.)  E.  Long,  and  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  in  the  work  throughout  the  year 
and  to  express  due  appreciation  of  the  facilities  afforded  by  other  Departments 
of  the  Corporation. 

I would  also  refer  to  the  work  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  and  other 
members  of  the  Staff,  particularly  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  this 
report,  for  which  grateful  acknowledgement  is  made.

The  Manager  of  the  Employment  Exchange,  to  whom  I am 
indebted  for  furnishing  this  information,  comments  that  the  figures 
show  a net  increase  of  150  over  the  figures  for  the  corresponding  period 
last  year  and  states  that  the  increase  is  due,  not  to  the  closing  of  any 
particular  industry  in  the  area,  but  to  redundancies  caused  by  economy 
re-organisation  of  staffs  in  various  undertakings.

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SECTION  B— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICES 


1 . Laboratory  Facilities  : 

These  are  available  at  the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Maidstone,  and  the  Hospital  Laboratory,  Buckland  Hospital,  Dover, 
for  bacteriological,  biological  and  bio-chemical  examination. 

Messrs.  Hawkins  and  Hawkins,  Canterbury,  are  the  duly  appointed 
Public  Analysts  to  the  Borough  and  Port  and  undertake  all  chemical 
analyses  of  foodstuffs,  etc.  and  the  testing  of  heat-treated  Milks. 

2.  Ambulance  Service: 

This  service  is  operated  and  administered  by  the  Kent  County 
Council.  With  effect  from  the  17th  August,  1952,  the  ambulance 
station  was  transferred  from  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  to 
“ Westmount,”  Folkestone  Road. 

3.  Mortuary  Service: 

The  mortuary  service  continued  to  be  operated  as  in  previous 
years  and,  during  1952,  seven  bodies  were  received. 

4.  Nursing  in  the  Home: 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  administrative  authority  for  this 
service. 

5.  Public  Baths: 

The  former  swimming  and  slipper  baths  in  the  town  were  de- 
stroyed by  enemy  action  during  the  war.  Accommodation,  now 
provided  at  Woodlands,  Bridge  Street,  comprises  seven  slipper  baths 
and  four  showers,  available  for  men  on  three  days  and  one  half  day 
per  week,  and  for  women  on  two  full  days  per  week. 

The  attendances  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1953,  were  5,459. 

As  and  from  the  1st  July,  1950,  the  use  of  the  baths  between  the 
hours  of  4 and  6 p.m.  was  reserved  solely  for  the  employees  of  an 
adjoining  industrial  works. 

6.  Hospital  Facilities: 

These  are  provided  at  (a)  The  Royal  Victoria  Hospital  for  surgical 
cases,  (b)  The  Buckland  Hospital  for  general  medical  and  maternity 
cases  and  (c)  The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  for  infectious  cases 
except  smallpox,  for  which  accommodation  is  provided  at  the  River 
Hospitals  (Long  Reach)  Dartford,  Kent.  All  are  now  under  the 
administration  of  the  South  East  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

7.  Nursing'  Home  Registrations — Public  Health  Act,  1936: 
There  were  no  nursing  homes  registered  in  the  town.

9.  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951 : 

Apart  from  two  cases  dealt  with  in  previous  years  under  Section 
47,  and  for  whom  orders  extending  their  detention  in  hospital  were 
obtained  during  the  year,  there  was  only  one  case  in  which  it  was 
found  necessary  to  proceed  with  Statutory  Action. 

In  this  case,  that  of  a man  aged  50,  living  alone  and  seriously  ill, 
the  circumstances  were  reported  by  the  private  medical  attendant 
and  emergency  action  for  removal  to  hospital  was  taken  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951. 

In  two  other  cases  (both  females)  which  were  also  reported  by 
the  doctor  in  attendance,  one  entered  hospital  voluntarily  after  receiving 
notice  that  an  Order  would  be  sought;  the  other,  who  was  suffering 
from  advanced  malignant  disease,  was  not  considered  an  appropriate 
case  in  which  to  invoke  the  law  having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances, 
and  she  died  the  following  day.

Water  Supply: 

The  water  supply  to  the  Borough,  derived  from  two  undertakings, 
viz.  the  Dover  Corporation  and  the  East  Kent  District  Water  Co.,  was 
maintained  at  a satisfactory  level  throughout  the  year  regarding  both 
quality  and  quantity. 

All  dwellings  in  the  Borough  with  the  exception  of  13  were  supplied 
from  the  public  water  mains  direct  to  houses;  of  the  13  exceptions,  8 
have  well  water  and  5 rain  water  tanks.  Normal  extensions  of  mains 
were  made  in  connection  with  the  housing  estates,  while  the  water 
pressure  was  improved  in  certain  parts  of  the  town  where  previously 
it  had  been  unsatisfactory.  The  reconstruction  of  the  Corporation 
Waterworks,  described  in  my  report  for  1951,  proceeded  and  it  is 
anticipated  by  the  Borough  Engineer  that  the  new  pump  and  engine 
will  shortly  be  installed.  A new  source  of  supply  was  brought  into 
service  by  the  East  Kent  District  Water  Co.,  making  available  a con- 
siderable additional  reserve  of  water. 

Although  routine  sampling  showed  both  waters  at  source  to  be  of 
high  quality,  chlorination  has  in  both  cases  continued  as  a precautionary 
measure.  24  samples  from  piped  supplies  as  delivered  to  the  public 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  Department 
and  were  in  all  cases  reported  satisfactory.  Routine  sampling  of  both 
waters  at  source  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  was 
carried  out  by  the  undertakings,  the  results  of  the  samples  being 
communicated  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

Drainage  and  Sewerage: 

The  main  sewerage  system  discharges  into  the  sea,  as  described 
in  the  1930  survey  report.  Normal  extensions  of  services  were  made 
in  connection  with  new  housing  estates  while  a new  21"  diameter 
surface  water  sewer  was  laid  in  the  Market  Square  area  in  connection 
' with  re-development  of  that  area.  With  a view  to  alleviating  flooding 
in  Grabble  Lane  and  in  part  of  London  Road,  proposals  are  in  hand 
for  the  laying  of  new  surface  water  sewers  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
loan  applications  in  connection  with  these  works  were  pending.  As 
a result  of  the  extension  of  the  sewer  in  Old  Folkestone  Road,  8 dwelling 
houses,  previously  with  pail  closets,  and  one  Licensed  premises, 
previously  on  cesspool,  were  connected  to  the  sewer;  also  2 houses, 
previously  connected  to  cesspools,  were  the  subject  of  Demolition 
Orders  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  Thus  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  with  the  following  exceptions  all  houses  were  connected  to  the 
main  sewers: — 

56  dwelling  houses  with  water  closets  connected  to  cesspools  etc. 

24  dwelling  houses  with  pail  closets. 


Public  Cleansing: 

The  removal  of  household  and  trade  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the 
Borough  Engineer’s  Department,  disposal  being  by  controlled  tipping 
at  the  Coombe  Refuse  Dump.  A limited  amount  of  builder’s  rubbish 
and  other  inoffensive  waste  products  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at 
Elms  Vale.

Atmospheric  Pollution  : 

Again  the  need  for  resort  to  statutory  action  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  did  not  arise  but  the  following  is  a summary  of  the 
principal  action  taken  in  respect  of  Atmospheric  Pollution: — 

(i)  At  a local  Engineering  Works,  although  the  emission  of  heavy 
smoke  and  grit  experienced  in  previous  years  was  not  in  evidence. 
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a considerable  nuisance  from  concentrated  and  persistent  fumes 
was  experienced.  This  pollution  by  fumes  was  attributed  to  the 
inferior  type  of  scrap  received  and  to  the  low  grade  fuel  allocated, 
factors  which  were  not  subject  to  control  under  the  existing 
conditions  of  supply  and,  therefore,  not  remediable  by  the  Works’ 
Management.  By  reason  of  the  effect  of  section  109  (1)  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  formal  action  by  the  Local  Authority 
towards  securing  an  abatement  of  the  nuisance  was  not  possible. 
It  was  observed,  however,  that  the  degree  of  nuisance  varied 
considerably  from  time  to  time  and  moreover  was  periodically 
absent  entirely  under  working  conditions;  it  seemed,  therefore, 
that  its  occurrence  was  to  a certain  degree  subject  to  control  and 
the  attention  of  the  firm  concerned  was  directed  to  the  necessity 
for  close  supervision  of  the  plant’s  working  and  of  the  personnel 
involved. 

vii)  Investigations  were  made  into  a complaint  of  dust  nuisance 
alleged  to  arise  from  a ballast  dump  in  the  dock  area.  This  was 
a newly  established  process  and  investigation  of  conditions  on 
the  site  led  to  the  opinion  that  any  nuisance  was  likely  to  be  of  a 
temporary  nature  only.  “ Dry  ” screening  was  then  in  operation 
alongside  the  highway  and  undoubtedly  a certain  amount  of 
trouble  from  the  finer  sand  was  experienced,  but  this  method 
of  screening  was  eventually  superseded  by  a process  of  “ wet  ” 
screening  which  provided  for  the  ballast  to  be  treated  with  400 
gallons  of  water  per  minute,  the  operation  being  carried  out 
close  to  the  dockside  and  away  from  the  highway.  This  method 
of  screening  together  with  other  permanent  measures  of  control 
appeared  to  work  effectively  in  obviating  any  further  cause  for 
complaint. 

(iii)  The  emission  of  coke  grit  from  the  chimney  of  the  local  Gas 
Works  in  quantities  sufficient  to  constitute  a nuisance  was  in 
evidence,  and  in  fact  it  was  possible  to  recover  considerable 
amounts  of  the  grit  from  the  public  footways  surrounding  the 
works.  Upon  investigation,  it  was  contended  by  the  Engineer 
in  charge  that  owing  to  a coke  shortage,  coke  brieze  was  having 
to  be  used  as  an  economy  measure,  and  an  undertaking  was 
received  that  all  necessary  action  to  eliminate  the  nuisance  would 
be  taken.  A considerable  improvement  in  the  matter  was 
subsequently  reported  and  no  further  nuisance  was  experienced 
during  the  year. 

Offensive  Trades: 

During  the  year,  of  the  three  premises  previously  used  for  the 
trade  of  Rag  and  Bone  dealer,  the  use  of  one  was  discontinued.  The 
remaining  two  premises  were  kept  under  observation  but  no  action 
was  found  necessary. 

Common  Lodging  Houses: 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  within  the  Borough. 
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Shops  Act,  1950: 

This  Act,  repealing  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  October,  1950,  and  during  the  year  34  inspections  were  made  in 
respect  of  the  relevant  provisions  of  Section  38  of  the  Act  relating  to 
the  sanitary  and  other  arrangements  in  shops.  One  informal  notice 
served  in  the  year  1951  in  respect  of  insulhcient  sanitary  conveniences 
was  complied  with,  while  one  informal  notice  was  served  with  regard 
•to  defective  sanitary  accommodation. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951: 

Under  this  Act  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  1952, 
no  person  is  permitted  to  keep  a Pet  Shop  except  under  a licence 
granted  by  the  Local  Authority.  One  such  licence  was  issued,  the 
general  conditions  which  attached  to  the  licence  conforming  with  the 
model  conditions  recommended  by  the  Association  of  Municipal 
Corporations.

Poisoned  bait  takes  were  recorded  purely  for  comparative  purposes; 
actually  the  final  consumption  was  probably  much  larger  than  that 
recorded,  since  the  residue  of  the  poisoned  bait  was  left  in  the  sewer 
manholes.  The  treatment  brought  forth  no  new  items  of  special 
importance,  but  only  served  to  emphasise  the  necessity  for  their 
continuation  as  a routine  measure  in  the  Department’s  activities 
against  the  rat  menace. 


Legal  Proceedings:

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3.  Slum  Clearance: 

Following  Official  Representations  and  reports  in  respect  of 
certain  dwellings  in  the  Chapel  Place  area,  this  area  was  visited  by  a 
Sub- Committee  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Resulting  from  this  visit  instructions  were  given  for  an  inspection 
to  be  made  of  the  houses  and  other  properties  in  the  area,  and  its 
existing  layout  and  the  proposals  for  its  future  development  were 
discussed  with  the  Borough  Engineer.  The  survey  comprised  properties 
and  sites  in  Chapel  Place,  Chapel  Court,  Queen  Street,  and  Last  Lane. 

In  a report  to  the  Health  Committee,  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
reported  that  his  preliminary  survey  included  the  following  properties 

23  Occupied  houses,  housing  26  family  units  (92  persons) 

9 Unoccupied  houses 
4 Stores  etc. 

8 Sites  and  part  of  one  site. 

With  the  concurrence  of  the  Local  Authority,  after  consideration 
of  this  report,  a detailed  inspection  and  survey  of  the  properties  in  the 
area  were  commenced  with  a view  to  the  taking  of  all  necessary  action 
towards  ultimately  declaring  the  area  a Clearance  Area,  and  the  making 
of  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  detailed  inspection  and  survey  were 
in  progress. 


4.  Overcrowding  and  Rehousing: 

Co-operation  with  the  Housing  Department  was  actively  main- 
tained during  the  year,  and  further  progress  made  in  securing  rehousing 
for  families  known  to  the  Department  to  be  living  in  conditions  of 
overcrowding. 

In  some  cases,  however,  progress  continues  to  be  slow.  There 
are  for  example  families  jointly  occupying  premises  which  are  not  of 
themselves  thereby  overcrowded  in  a statutory  sense,  but  which  cannot 
be  considered  adequate  accommodation  for  more  than  one  family. 

Reasonable  domestic  facilities  are  of  particular  importance  in 
these  cases  and  such  factors  as  a readily  accessible  water  supply, 
satisfactory  arrangements  for  cooking  and  washing,  and  separate 
sanitary  accommodation  for  each  family  might  with  advantage  be  given 
more  weight  in  assessing  the  housing  needs  of  applicants  lacking  these 
essential  amenities. 

Recommendations  in  support  of  67  applications  for  Corporation 
rehousing  were  made  to  the  Housing  Department  on  grounds  of  ill- 
health,  overcrowding,  unfit  and  substandard  accommodation,  and 
other  conditions  prejudicial  to  health.

In  all,  224  visits  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  were 
made  to  Registered  Dairies.  An  informal  notice  with  regard  to  the 
ceiling,  cleanliness  of  walls,  and  the  paving  at  one  dairy  premises  was 
complied  with,  otherwise  all  such  premises  were  in  general  satisfactorily 
maintained.  Improvement  in  the  water  supply  at  one  dairy  was 
elfected  towards  more  efficient  cooling  of  the  milk. 

It  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  address  a warning 
letter  to  milk  retailers  concerning  the  occurrence  of  an  isolated  case 
of  depositing  crated  bottles  of  milk  on  the  public  highway. 

(b)  Milk  {Special  Designation)  {Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949:

Licensing : 

(i)  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk: 

Five  dealers  in  the  Borough  were  licensed  to  bottle  this  milk  and 
retail  within  the  Borough,  and  one  dealer  from  outside  the  Borough 
was  granted  a supplementary  licence  to  retail  this  milk.  In  all  cases 
the  milk  was  pasteurised  and  retailed  as  Tuberculin  Tested  (Pasteur- 
ised). 

(ii)  Pasteurised  Milk: 

Four  dealers  in  the  Borough  were  licensed  to  use  the  term 
“ Pasteurised  ” in  relation  to  milk  treated  by  the  “ Holder  ” process  at 
their  depots  and  to  purvey  the  milk  within  the  Borough.

Two  dealers  from  outside  the  Borough  were  granted  supple- 
mentary licences  to  use  the  term  “ Pasteurised  ” in  relation  to  milk 
retailed  by  them  within  the  Borough,  principal  licences  having  been 
issued  by  the  Borough  of  Folkestone  and  the  Kent  County  Council, 

(c)  Testing  of  Specially  Designated  Milk: 

Overall,  the  results  of  the  testing  of  the  specially  designated  milks 
remained  at  a satisfactory  level. 

The  failures  in  respect  of  the  Phosphatase  test  were  traced  to 
thermometer  inaccuracies  which  were  rectified.  With  regard  to  the 
failures  reported  in  respect  of  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  these  occurred 
with  one  exception,  during  the  summer  season,  and  the  attention  of  the 
dealers  was  drawn  to  the  necessity  for  ensuring  adequate  cooling  of 
the  milk  after  Pasteurisation  and  strict  cleanliness  of  the  plant  at  all 
times.

2.  Meat  and  Other  Foods: 

(a)  Public  Health  {Meat)  Regulations^  1924-48: 

There  were  no  slaughter  houses  operating  in  the  Borough,  but 
inspections  were  made  at  the  local  Meat  Distributing  Depot,  which  was 
opened  in  1951,  of  various  consignments  of  meat  into  the  town,  while 
the  services  of  the  Department’s  Meat  Inspectors  were  always  available 
to  the  Depot. 

The  improved  methods  of  meat  distribution  to  retailers  in  the 
Borough,  mentioned  in  the  report  in  1951,  were  maintained  although 
it  cannot  be  said  that  the  conditions  under  which  the  meat  is  trans- 
ported are  yet  ideal.

Remarks  : 

(1)  The  percentages  of  Fat  and  Non-fatty  solids  of  the  genuine 
samples  of  milk  averaged  3.69  and  8.69  respectively  as  compared 
with  3.63  and  8.81  for  the  genuine  samples  submitted  during  1951. 
Of  the  50  samples  of  milk  submitted,  39  were  reported  as  genuine  and 
11  not  genuine,  1 containing  added  water  and  being  deficient  in  fat, 
1 being  deficient  in  fat,  and  9 containing  added  water.  Of  the  2 
samples  of  hot  milk,  1 was  reported  as  containing  8%  added  water 
and  being  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  6|-%  while  the  second  was 
deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  8^%.  The  following  administrative 
action  was  taken  with  regard  to  these  samples: — 

{a)  Sample  No.  52/24:  milk  containing  9%  added  water  — check 
samples  taken,  in  course  of  delivery  from  producer  to  retailer. 

(b)  Samples  No.  52/32  to  52/38  (inclusive):  milk  containing 
16%,  174%,  13%,  21%,  10%,  14%  and  11%  added  water  respectively; 
these  were  the  check  samples  taken  as  a follow-up  of  sample  No.  52/24. 
Proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  producer  concerned  under 
Section  9 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream) 
Act,  1950.  The  producer  was  found  guilty  on  each  of  seven  summonses 
and  was  fined  £3  3s.  Od.  on  each  summons  and  ordered  to  pay  a 
total  of  £7  7s.  Od.  costs. 

(c)  Sample  No.  52/60:  milk  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  8%/o. 
Vendor  cautioned  by  order  of  the  Local  Authority. 

{d)  Samples  No.  52/71  and  52/74.  These  samples  were  taken 
in  course  of  delivery  from  producer  to  retailer,  the  first  sample  con- 
taining 8%  added  water  and  being  6 J%  deficient  in  fat,  and  the  second 
sample  being  10|%  deficient  in  fat.  Legal  proceedings  against  the 
producer  under  Section  3 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  resulted 
in  him  being  fined  £10  Os.  Od.  and  ordered  to  pay  costs  of  £3  13s.  Od. 

{e)  Sample  No.  52/44:  hot  milk  containing  8%  added  water. 
The  retailer  was  cautioned  by  order  of  the  Local  Authority. 

(/)  Sample  No.  52/45:  hot  milk  containing  26%  added  water 
and  being  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  at  least  20%.  Legal  pro- 
ceedings were  instituted  under  Section  3 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938,  and  the  retailer  was  fined  £5  Os.  Od.  and  ordered  to  pay 
£3  3s.  Od.  costs. 

(2)  Other  action  taken  as  a result  of  the  Public  Analyst’s  reports 
received  is  detailed  under  the  following  heading  “ Sale  of  Unsound 
Food.” 
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6.  Sale  of  Unsound  Food: 

The  following  proceedings  were  instituted  under  Section  9 of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938: 

(a)  Following  examination  of  Beef  Sausage  and  Beef  Sausage 
Meat  which  had  been  delivered  to  two  school  kitchens  in  the  Borough, 
samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  his  examination. 
The  Public  Analyst’s  report  confirmed  that  both  samples  were  grossly 
contaminated  with  rodent  excreta  which  rendered  them  unfit  for 
human  consumption.  Inspection  was  also  made  of  the  butchery 
premises,  where  a sack  of  Sausage  Rusk  (weight  105  lbs.)  was  found 
to  be  grossly  contaminated  with  pellets  of  mice  faeces.  The  Beef 
Sausages  (20  lbs.).  Beef  Sausage  Meat  (58  lbs.)  and  the  Sausage  Rusk 
were  seized  under  Section  10  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  a 
Magistrate’s  Order  obtained  for  their  destruction.  Proceedings  were 
instituted  against  the  Manager  of  the  butchery  premises  as  follows: — 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  1938:  3 summonses  under  Section  9 (1) 
(a)  were  proved  and  fines  of  £8  Os.  Od.  in  respect  of  each  summons 
were  imposed.  The  defendant  was  also  ordered  to  pay  0 5s.  Od.  costs. 

(b)  For  consigning  for  the  purpose  of  sale  sweets  which. were 
unfit  for  human  consumption,  the  manufacturers  were  summoned 
under  Section  9 (1)  (b)  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938  and,  on 
pleading  guilty  to  the  charge,  were  fined  /^20  Os.  Od.  One  sweet 
contained  a piece  of  metal  resembling  a fragment  of  a blade,  while  in 
respect  of  five  other  sweets  submitted  for  his  examination  the  Public 
Analyst  reported  that  one  contained  a slightly  rusted  metal  fragment 
and  that  particles  of  rust  were  found  embedded  in  the  remaining  four, 
suggesting  that  the  sweets  had  been  made  in  machinery  which  had 
undergone  damage. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  action  taken  in  respect  of  other 
matters  of  particular  interest. 

(i)  13  cwts.  of  blanc  mange  powder  were  voluntarily  surrendered 
by  a firm  of  Wholesale  Grocers  after  investigations  following  complaint 
from  another  Authority.  On  investigation  the  blanc  mange  powder, 
foreign  produce,  was  found  to  have  been  in  stock  for  some  three  years, 
the  retail  trade  having  experienced  considerable  difficulty  in  marketing 
it. 

(ii)  The  Public  Analyst  reported  with  regard  to  a Table  Jelly 
informally  submitted  for  his  examination  that  the  jelly  contained 
fragments  of  boiler  scale  and  traces  of  insoluble  organic  dirt;  the  jelly 
was  of  foreign  manufacture  and  satisfied  the  official  setting  test  and 
standards  for  sugar  etc.  Six  further  jellies  were  submitted  for  the 
Analyst’s  examination  and  two  of  these  were  found  contaminated. 
The  retaikr  voluntarily  surrendered  his  remaining  stocks,  namely 
112  packets,  for  destruction;  these  were  “ candled  ” before  destruction 
when,  with  the  naked  eye,  it  was  possible  to  discern  fragments  of  boiler 
scale  as  reported  by  the  Public  Analyst. 

(iii)  Consequent  upon  a report  by  the  Public  Analyst  in  respect 
of  an  informal  sample  consisting  of  canned  Spanish  Tomatoes  taken 
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from  stocks  of  a local  Wholesaler,  the  whole  consignment  namely 
336  dozen  x 15  ounce  tins  was  examined  and  1,648  such  tins  were 
found  to  be  unfit  and  were  voluntarily  surrendered  for  destruction. 

(iv)  Following  complaint  from  a member  of  the  public,  an  in- 
formal sample  consisting  of  one  pound  of  Pork  Sausage  was  submitted. 
The  Analyst  stated  in  his  report  that  one  small  piece  of  Rabbit  fur 
with  pelt  attached  was  found  and  that  there  was  also  a small  piece  of 
iron,  approximately  the  size  of  a grain  of  sand.  Two  subsequent 
samples  from  the  same  batch  of  sausage  were  analysed  and  found  free 
from  any  foreign  material.  The  Analyst  pointed  out  that  it  was  not 
an  offence  to  include  some  rabbit  meat  in  pork  sausage  providing  that 
the  pork  content  was  not  deficient  and  the  three  samples  were  reported 
genuine  in  this  respect.  The  Public  Analyst  added,  however,  that  the 
fur  and  pelt  of  dead  rabbits  is  far  from  clean  bacteriologically  and  the 
manufacturer  was  notified  of  the  Analyst’s  findings.  Additional 
precautions  at  the  factory  were  immediately  instituted  and,  since  no 
previous  complaint  had  been  received  in  respect  of  this  firm’s  products, 
it  was  deemed  sufficient  by  the  Local  Authority  that  the  manufacturer 
be  severely  cautioned. 


7.  Ice  Cream: 

(a)  The  Food  Standards  {Ice  Cream)  Order , 1951 : 

The  above  order,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  March, 
1951,  and  prescribed  minimum  standards  of  composition  for  ice  cream, 
was  amended  with  effect  from  the  7th  July,  1952,  by  the  Food  Standards 
(Ice  Cream)  (Amendment)  Order  of  1952.  Although  the  standard 
introduced  by  the  Order  of  1951  was  at  that  time  regarded  as  an  interim 
one  only  and  in  Ministry  of  Food  Circular  1/51  it  was  stated  that  the 
Minister  proposed  progressively  to  improve  the  standard  as  supplies 
of  ingredients  became  more  plentiful,  the  amending  order  of  1952 
unfortunately  lowered' the  standard  by  reducing  the  minimum  figures 
in  respect  of  both  fat  content,  and  non-fatty  milk  solids  content. 

Seven  samples  of  ice  cream  were  informally  submitted  for  chemical 
analysis,  the  average  percentage  contents  being: —

Thus  it  is  noted  that,  although  the  standards  for  ice  cream  have  been 
lowered,  the  average  percentage  contents  of  the  samples  taken  in  respect 
of  the  year  under  review  are  in  fact  higher  than  those  of  the  samples 
taken  in  the  preceding  year. 

{b)  Ice  Cream  {Heat  Treatment  etc.)  Regulations: 

Strict  supervision  continued  to  be  exercised  over  all  premises 
in  the  Borough  used  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
ice  cream.  28  samples  of  the  product  were  submitted  for  the  methylene

In  addition  to  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Department,  as  described 
in  paragraph  3 of  this  section  of  the  report  relating  to  Food  premises, 
continued  attention  was  paid  to  the  education  of  all  the  food  handlers 
in  matters  pertaining  to  Clean  Food  practice.  The  following  edu- 
cational and  publicity  measures  were  undertaken  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Clean  Food  Campaign  Organizing  Committee. 

(i)  Leaflets  stressing  briefly  and  simply  the  importance  and 
methods  of  food  hygiene  practice  were  prepared  by  the  Department’s 
Staff,  and  circulated  to  all  persons  employed  in,  or  connected  with, 
the  handling  of  food.  In  all  1,582  sets  of  leaflets  were  distributed. 

(ii)  A publicity  week  was  organized  and  held,  during  which 
publicity  material  from  the*  Ministry  of  Health,  the  Ministry  of  Food 
and  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  was  displayed  in  local 
show-room  windows.  Cinema  foyers,  and  in  the  M.C.  W.  Centre  of 
the  Kent  County  Council.  Films  and  slogan  slides  were  also  shown 
at  the  town  Cinemas,  while,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Divisional 
Education  Officer  and  the  local  Area  Meals  Supervisor,  lectures  by  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  were  given  on  the  subject  to  older  pupils 
of  the  County  Grammar  and  County  Secondary  Schools  and  to  the 
personnel  ofnhe  School  Kitchen  services.  In  addition  to  the  above, 
both  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
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addressed  various  Food  Trade  Organizations  when  full  opportunity 
was  taken  to  discuss  the  statutory  requirements  relating  to  food  and 
to  publicise  among  the  food  traders  the  necessity  for  the  strictest 
discipline  in  matters  pertaining  to  food  hygiene.- 

Work  of  first  importance  was  also  performed  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  in  what  is  probably  the  most  successful  of  educational 
methods,  namely  the  day  to  day  contact  with  the  food  traders  and 
employees. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  and  three  years  and  one  month  after  its 
inception,  the  Clean  Food  Campaign  Organizing  Committee  decided 
to  adjourn  sine  die  having  successfully  accomplished  as  much  as  it 
was  felt  could  usefully  be  attempted  at  that  stage  and  the  following 
is  an  extract  taken  from  the  last  report  of  the  Committee : — 

“ Originally  constituted  at  the  instigation  of  the  Borough  Health 
Committee  to  consider  the  practicability  of  forming  a Clean  Food 
Guild  within  the  Borough,  the  Committee  decided  for  a number  of 
reasons  that  this  project  was  neither  appropriate  nor  advisable.  Con- 
tinuing to  function,  however,  the  Committee,  as  a result  of  its  con- 
stitution, proved  an  admirable  link  between  the  traders  and  employees 
on  the  one  hand  and  the  members  of  the  Local  Authority  on  the  other. 
Comprising  representatives  of  all  the  various  food  trades  and  members 
of  the  Local  Authority,  the  Committee  met  frequently  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  present  in  an  advisory 
capacity.  Codes  of  Practice  in  respect  of  the  individual  trades  were 
formulated  and  circulated  to  the  Associations  and  Organisations  con- 
cerned, setting  out  in  more  practical  form  the  statutory  requirements 
in  respect  of  clean  food  practice  and  additional  desirable  proposals 
which  the  traders  and  employees  were  encouraged  to  adopt.  From 
the  experience  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  it  was  gratifyingly  apparent 
that  the  traders  and  employees  alike  were  willing  to,  and  did  in  fact 
co-operate  as  fully  as  possible  in  implementing  the  suggestions  of  the 
Committee.  Other  publicity  measures  were  also  utilised  and  full 
opportunity  was  taken  to  discuss  with  the  trades  the  many  and  varied 
problems  associated  with  the  work  of  the  Committee.  While  it  is 
true  that  the  enforcement  of  the  statutory  requirements  in  respect 
of  food  premises  is  and  remains  the  duty  of  the  Borough  Health 
Department  staff,  it  is  equally  true  to  say  that  this  work  has  been  and 
will  be  facilitated  by  the  willingness  of  all  concerned  to  co-operate 
and  it  was  the  aim  of  the  Committee  to  obtain  that  co-operation. 

When  formally  closing  the  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Chair- 
man (Councillor  A.  B.  Constable)  extended  his  thanks  to  all  concerned 
for  the  amicable  atmosphere  in  which  the  work  of  the  Committee  had 
been  carried  out  and  said  that  all  should  be  gratified  by  the  success 
achieved,  while  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  J.  G.  B.  Whorwell) 
expressed  on  behalf  of  the  Health  Department  appreciation  of  the 
efforts  made  generally  by  the  food  traders  and  employees  towards 
achieving  the  objects  of  the  Campaign  and  added  that  he  trusted  those 
efforts  would  be  maintained.”

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Port  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1952. 

The  Report  has  been  prepared  as  indicated  by  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  No.  33/52  dated  6th  November,  1952,  and  in  the  somewhat  modified 
form  and  sequence  outlined  in  the  new  Ministry  Form  Port  20. 

During  the  year  certain  changes  of  practice  in  port  health  control  were 
imposed  by  the  new  International  Sanitary  Regulations  and  the  Public  Health 
(Ships)  Regulations,  1952,  which  became  operative  on  the  1st  October  and 
superseded  the  Port  Health  Regulations  and  Sanitary  Conventions  then  in 
force. 


The  amount  of  shipping  entering  the  Port  from  abroad  showed  a decrease 
on  the  figures  for  the  previous  year.  Imported  foodstuffs,  details  of  which  are 
included  in  the  appropriate  section  of  this  Report,  amounted  to  httle  more 
than  one  third  of  the  quantity  landed  in  1951.  The  numbers  of  incoming 
passengers,  both  British  and  Alien,  were  well  maintained  however,  a total 
of  580,810  disembarking  at  this  Port  during  the  year. 

No  case  of  quarantinable  disease  was  landed  and  none  reported  as  having 
occurred  on  any  vessel  before  arrival.  Apart  from  arrangements  made  in 
conjunction  with  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for  virus 
investigations  in  suspected  influenzal  infections  among  passengers  and  crews 
arriving  at  the  Port,  no  special  health  control  measures  were  called  for  though 
the  occurrence  of  smallpox  on  the  Continent  at  one  period  during  the  year 
necessitated  careful  watch  on  the  situation  there  for  evidence  of  spread. 

Sanitary  conditions  on  board  vessels  entering  the  Port  were  regularly 
supervised  and  with  very  few  exceptions  were,  in  all  essential  respects,  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 


I have  to  thank  the  Officers  and  Staff  of  the  various  Government  and 
other  Departments  concerned  for  their  helpful  co-operation  in  the  work  of 
the  Port  Health  Authority  throughout  the  year.

SECTION  X.  OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  OCCURRENCE 

OF  MALARIA  IN  SHIPS 


Four  cases  of  malaria  were  notified  as  having  occurred  on  board 
ships  arriving  in  the  port  during  the  year.  All  were  crew  members 
in  ships  from  West  African  ports  and  were  landed  to  hospital  abroad. 

On  investigation  in  these  cases  it  appeared  that  the  usual  prophy- 
lactic measures  recommended  were  followed  as  part  of  the  normal 
routine  on  board.  The  regular  issue  of  prophylactic  paludrin  at 
mealtimes  was  adhered  to  but  whether  each  individual  actually  took 
his  allocated  dose  could  not  be  checked.  Other  anti-malarial  measures 
noted  e.g.  screening  and  spraying  of  crew’s  quarters  etc.  were  the  rule 
in  those  ships  which  regularly  made  the  voyage  to  West  Africa.  In 
one  of  the  cases  investigated  there  was  lack  of  proper  screening  against 
mosquitoes  and  it  was  found  that  the  vessel  had  been  diverted  to  make 
an  isolated  trip  to  West  Africa  and  did  not  normally  visit  malarious 
ports. 


SECTION  XL  MEASURES  TAKEN  AGAINST  SHIPS 
INFECTED  WITH  OR  SUSPECTED  FOR  PLAGUE 

No  measures  were  necessary  during  1952. 

In  the  event  of  finding  plague-infected  rats,  vessels  would  be 
boomed  off  and  fumigation  of  all  compartments  carried  out  with 
HCN. 


SECTION  XII.  MEASURES  AGAINST  RODENTS  IN  SHIPS 

FROM  FOREIGN  PORTS 

1.  Procedure  for  inspection  of  ships  for  rats: 

Trade  of  port  consists  chiefly  of  cross-channel  traffic,  vessels  of 
which  are  subject  to  half-yearly  routine  inspections  in  connection  with 
the  issue  of  the  necessary  certificates  under  Regulation  19  of  the  Public 
Health  (Ships)  Regulations,  1952. 

Additionally,  any  evidence  of  the  presence  of  rodents  on  board 
occurring  in  the  interval  would  be  immediately  reported  by  the  British 
Railway  Authorities. 

Other  vessels  entering  the  port  are  subjected  to  routine  inspection 
by  the  Port  Health  Inspectors.

3.  Organisation  of  work: 

The  medical  inspection  of  Aliens  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  who  is  also  Medical  Inspector  of  Aliens  and  by  relief 
inspectors  whose  services  are  utilised  mainly  to  cover  off-duty  periods 
but  also  to  assist  in  the  work  as  occasion  demands.  Such  help  is  most 
regularly  required  during  the  Summer  Season  when  the  number  of 
services  for  aliens  inspection  per  day  exceeds  manageable  proportions. 

Similarly  relief  nurse  attendants  are  employed  not  only  for  normal 
leave  purposes  but  also  in  addition  to  the  Aliens  Nurse  during  the 
height  of  the  season  when  duplication  of  personnel  is  frequently 
required. 

Until  1951  it  was  normal  practice  for  the  Medical  Inspectors  to 
attend  as  a matter  of  routine  the  arrival  of  all  boats  carrying  aliens. 
In  that  year  a change  of  procedure  was  adopted  for  part  of  the  work 
with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Immigration  Authori- 
ties. As  a result  the  Medical  Inspector  no  longer  made  a routine 
attendance  at  certain  ferry  services  but  was  available  on  call  by  the 
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Aliens  Nurse  if  so  requested  by  the  Immigration  Officer.  The  services 
concerned  were  those  at  the  Ferry  Dock  and  Eastern  Dockyard. 
Subsequently  two  further  services  operating  from  the  Admiralty  Pier 
received  official  approval  as  on-call  services  and  were  dealt  with  on 
this  basis. 

While  such  a scheme  has  its  advantages  and  effects  a certain 
saving  in  expenditure  it  does  not  by  any  means  eliminate  the  need 
for  adequate  assistance.  This  could  best  be  provided  by  a Deputy 
Medical  Inspector  appointed  on  a salaried  rather  than  a sessional  basis 
to  give  that  added  control  which  would  make  for  greater  convenience 
and  efficiency  in  the  work  generally.

A small  percentage  of  a consignment  of  lemons,  Italian  produce, 
was  found  to  be  unsound  but  the  consignment  was  allowed  to  proceed 
on  receipt  of  an  undertaking  by  the  Importer,  subsequently  confirmed 
by  the  Authority,  that  the  goods  would  be  garbled  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Health  Authority  Inspectors  at  the  place  of  destination. 

On  two  occasions  during  the  year  advice  was  forwarded  to  the
